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In horse-drawn carriages, on bicycles or on foot, the Nassau vacationer 
finds plenty to see along the wall-lined streets of the ancient city. 


Since 1492, when the Bahamas’ first tourist — Christopher 
Columbus—stepped ashore on to what he thought was India, the 
islands have been known for their equable year-round tempera- 


tures, warm sunshine, cloudless skies, and incredibly beautiful 
coral seas and sand_ beaches. 


Up until 1950—the ful] first year of intensive promotion by 
the Bahamas Development Board—only a feeble trickle of visitors 
wandered into the Bahamas and then only during the Winter 
seasons. Most of them were North American millionaires, British 
nobility Calso millionaires) and a sprinkling of the wan and weary 
seeking health in the salubrious Bahamian climate. 


With the beginning of tourist promotion the trickle of visitors 
swelled to a stream that rapidly became a flood. From 1949 to 
1960 tourist totals for the Bahamas increased more than ten-fold 
from 32,018 to 341,977. 


Even more spectacular has been the increase in the Summer 
tourist travel to the Bahamas. Before 1950 the Bahamas’ few visi- 
tors came chiefly during the two-month Winter season. They 
arrived at Christmas and no sooner had the season closed with 
the concluding strains of the great George Washington Birthday 
Ball, than all visitors dashed away like a horde of Cinderellas bent 
on meeting the stroke of twelve. 


Nowadays, however, visitors pour steadily into the Bahamas 
every month of the year.

“Whitey” is a mere youngster of 35 years, but “big for his 
age.” His shell, measuring over four feet, is more than average 
for Galapagos tortoises. And they usually live to a ripe old 300 
to 400 years, making them the oldest living animals on earth. 


One of the major reasons for their longevity is their rugged 
adaptive powers. Their metabolic rate is directly sensitive to sur- 
rounding temperature. For instance, heart and respiratory rate de- 
crease with a drop in temperature and speeds up with higher 
temperatures. 


According to Mr. Carl Seigerstrum, Whitey’s keeper, Gala- 
pagos tortoises can live indefinitely without eating. He said, “the 
known record is three years.”

wallows in a mudbath or devours whole grapefruits from the trees 
on his lot. And he has posed for the cameras many times with a 
beauty queen perched upon his dark, thick shell. 


Although he is a familiar sight to many Palm Beachers, few 
realize the rarity of this type edd turtle. Today they are on the 
verge of extinction but once there were fifteen species of the 
giant tortoise on the Galapagos Islands off the coast of Ecuador. 


Sailors used the huge tortoises as a source of fresh meat on 
long voyages. They would fill the ship's hold with as many as 
possible, frequently crowding them unmercifully; slaughtering them 
as the need arose. Many a the Galapagos eggs have Ree eaten 
by wild dogs and pigs which inhabit the iclande 


Charles Darwin visited the islands and wrote about the 
natural curiosities, including the tortoises. His findings were pertin- 
ent when he wrote the famous “Origin of the Species.” 


Mr. Seigerstrum claims that “Whitey” doesn’t like barking 
dogs, “he gets mad and _hisses—tries to catch ’em.” Only occa- 
sionally is “Whitey” troubled by wanderlust. Then he walks about 
roaring like a bull and usually, digs under or bites through a wire 
fence to go in search of turtle companionship. But generally speak- 
ing, his is a mild-tempered existence, and a happy one.

Everybody Knows late Alva Johnson’s “The Legendary Miz- 


ners”2 was both witty and, in places, inac- 
curate but never anything more than a 
collection of anecdotes.

One 
which would compliment the flat coastal 
expanses of palm trees and tropical under- 
PLENTY OF PARKING growth which was Palm Beach in the days 
of its pioneers. 
b % Mizner easily could have looked to the 
Interpreters of your own good taste then current modus operandi of society 
architects who were building similar pleas- 
ure retreats in the North and designed in 
the typical white “shingle style” of McKim, 
Meade, and White. In fact, prior to Miz- 
ner’s arrival in Palm Beach, the few build- 
ings which had been constructed were styled 
in just this formal vocabulary.
